Plans are being formulated to 
establish a reproduction room on 
campus for the use of ASSSC 
students and organizations, At 
Monday's Student Council meet- 
ing, the council gave their ap- 
proval to help set up a “Hornet 
Ine. Shop” in partnership with 
Hornet Foundation and the 
Alumni Association. 


The Shop would offer such 
services of typing, multigraphing, 
ditto-machine and stapling for 
the staff and students, No ma- 
terials will be sold except as a 
finished product. Cost will be 
just enough to cover the expenses 
of operating the shop 

The shop is te operate on an 
initial budget of $4,800 which 
will be split equaliy among the 
participating organizations. It 
will operate on a trial basis for 
one year. Then tentative location 
is to be Temporary ‘L’ building. 

In recognition of a recommen- 
dation by the Board of Finance, 
the Council voted to grant this 
year’s cross country team funds 
from the track team’s budget. 
Separate action will have to be 
taken at a later date if the sport 
is to receive separate funds in the 
future. 

A committee to study the )-ros- 
pects of travel exchanges with 
other schools on various levels 
was appointed by ASSSC presi- 
dent, Bruce Porter. The commit- 
tee members are; Nora Tucker, 
women's representative; Mike 
Linn, ASSSC secretary-treasurer; 
Ernie Leavitt, rally chairman; 
and John Krier, business man- 
ager. 

The purpdse of the trips would 
be to exchange cultural informa- 
tion, exchange student govern- 
ment ideas, and to promote good 
will. 

At the Council meeting of No- 
vember 25, a letter from Dean 
Blair F_ Mayne, executive dean, 
eoncerning vending machines, was 
read to the Council. It explained 
the reasons for the policies that 
have been used in concern with 
the placing of vending machines 
on campus 

The letter stated 
had been no specific requests 
for any food or drink that 
the machines would present a lit- 
ter problem, and could easily get 
out of hand. Mayne also pointed 
out that it would be difficult to 
determine which vending com- 
panies would have the right to 
place their machines on campus. 

Attention was called to the 
problem of attendance being ap- 
portioned unevenly in the drama 
productions at the Little The- 
atre. Mike Linn reported that on 
many campuses, the students are 
admitted free only on specific 
nights and charged on the week. 
end to prevent empty opening 
nights and overflow crowds on 
the week-end, It was moved to 
refer the problem to the Fine 
Arts Board for their recommen- 
dation.

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Horatio Alger Is Dead 





If you're working your 
way through college with 
plans on making a lot of 
money in the ‘‘outside 
world’” you’re making a big 
mistake. You should have 
had a rich father instead! 


Most Americans are fond 
believers in the old Horatio Alger 
fables about the poor boy’ making 
good, but nowadays is “just ain't 
so.” If you don’t have any money 
now, the chances are excellent 
that you never will have... . 
great American dream or not. 
And, if you want to make a lot of 
money, despite the odds against 
you, working your way through 
college can be the greatest mis- 
take you can make (at least sta- 
tistically). 

A survey conducted by Time 
magazine and analyzed by the 
Columbia University Bureau of 
Applied Social Research in 1952 
revealed that the higher incomes 
go consistently to those college 
graduates who were supported 
by their families while they at- 
tended college. The degree to 
which they were supported 
showed a definite relationship to 
the amount of money these grad- 
uates made. For example, a grad- 
uate who was financed complete- 
ly was found to be making more 
than one who was only partially

received 75 per cent. assistance 
was making more than one who 
received 50 per cent or 25 per 
cent assistance. 

Now this shocking development 
is not apparent when we examine 
the incomes of these graduates 
during the period immediately 
following their exits from the 
“halls of ivy.” That is, it does 
not show up on the charts until 
the grads reach the age of 30. 

Between graduation and that 
age the figures indicate that Ho- 
ratio Alger was right, for of those 
who provided half or more of 
their own support while in school 
56 per cent are making $3-5,000 
per year. Of those who worked 
for less than half of their own 
support 51 per cent are in this 
bracket; those who were com- 
pletely non-self-supporting stand 
at the 50 per cent mark in this 
$3-5,000 zone. Apparently it's the 
old story of the tortoiee and the 
hare with the working student 
playing the part of the hare. 

Between the ages of 30 to 39 
the predominant percentages are 
still in the $3-5,000 bracket with 
the nonworkers having 41 per 
cent of their members within this 
group, the less than half time 
workers having 45 per cent, and 
the full time worker having 48 
per cent.

change takes place, the tortoise 
turns into “Superturtie” and 
flashes ahead to win the race. 
Our final figures show 42 per 
cent of the nonworkere making 
over $7,500 yearly, 38 per cent 
of the lees than half time workers 
also making over $7,500 yearly 
while of those who worked full 
time 34 per cent are still in the 
$3-5,000 yearly bracket. But, 
don’t be too unhappy about this 
percentage because another 31 
per cent are in the $7,500 group. 
The worker can still get there, 
but the odds are against him, 

The picture, then, is not abso- 
lutely hopeless although the fig- 
ures support the ultimate finam 
cial success of the student who 
receives the greatest amount of 
support from others while at- 
tending college. It might be well 
to bring this to the attention of 
parents and students at an early 
enough time so that they will be 
able to plan accordingly Such a 
step is the only fair one to both 
the school and the student of to- 
morrow.

ity and long playing records, ma- 
ture music tans left the 
ranks of the Suyers of single 
records 

Consequently the tastes of the 
younger segment of the poupla- 
tion now dictate which records 
will sell the greatest number of 
copies. So when stations play 
only the best selling records they 
are catering to the taste of a 
minority of potential listeners 

To make the whole business 
even more contusing, consider the 
fact that a great percentage ol 
the radio advertisers are selling 
products aimed at adults. These 
advertisers are impressed by 
listener-ratings, but they might 
be better off if they stop to think 
just who the listeners are 

it is to the credit of disc jock- 
eys that they try to “push” good 
records, but in most cases the 
record doesn’t reach the hit list 
and is dropped. 

The younger citizens are the 
ones who buy single records, and 
aiso the ones most prone to call 
or write to radio stations, so they 
dictate what radio listeners will 
hear

SPORTS CAR SALES SIZZLE

A couple of years ago, the 
moter moguls back in Detroit 
would have hee-hawed in your 
face had you pointed out the 
threat in the mew @raze for little 
automobiles. But now, with the 
highways of America liberally 
peppered with Volkswagens, MG’s 
and Triumphs, their laughter has 
a definite hollow ring: an ever- 
increasing portion of the new car 
market is shifting to the purchase 
of “economy cars.” 

The economicaily minded mo- 
torist may modestly start off 
with the purchase of a Volks- 
wagen (V.W.) or, as i. is aflec- 
tionately known in come circles 
at SSC, the Braunschweiger 
(BS) 

The Braunshweiger is a smait 
car, but can comfortably seat 
four people. It yields an average 
of thirty mites to the gallon, and 
is the most popular of the small 
cars. This popularity is due in 
part to its low cost: $1,800. 

The Braunschweiger driver 
may soon, however, become af- 
filicted with an occupational 
malady known as Sports Car 
Mania, or Cunningham's Disease 
Sports Car Mania is a costly di- 
sease, as any driver can tell you, 
and can lead the B.S. (or V.W. if 
you prefer) owner to desert his 
auto for a sports car roadster 

The MG-A is the next step 
above a BS. Its price is about a 
thousand dotiars more than that 
of the Volkswagen, it costs stight- 
ly more to run, but its prestige 
value is considerably higher. Pos- 
session of an MG-A places its 


owner in the sports car driver 
category. 

The MG-A has many advant- 
izes common to other sports cars 


as well: it corners easily, it's 
easy to park, and its stylish. 
Certain disadvantages also exist. 
If your MG is a roadster, as op- 
posed to a coupe, you may be- 
come a garbage can on wheels, 
thanks to the passing highway 
litter-bug who throws trash out 
of his bie car into your little one 
as you fo zapping by. You must 
also park with your nose next to 
the garbage on the ground when 
at a drive-in’ restaurant or 
theater. But perhaps the strang- 
est sensation in the world is that 
aroused in a man looking out of 
his sports car window to be con- 
fronted point-blank by the hub- 
cap of a passing truck. From an 
MG-A, even a V.W. can look like 
a Detroit-sized vehicle. 

After an individual has pur- 
chased an MG, it is a reasonable 
assumption that he has “caught 
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the bug.” From this point on, the 
sky, (or the pockeibook) is the 
lemit. He may graduate to a 
Porsche. “If you geita go,” one 
racing enthusiast has said, “you 
might as weli go in a biaze of 
gtory! Make your final exit in a 
Porsche!” A car such as the Por- 
sche is superior to an MG in 
workmanship, manueverability, 
and comfort. While blissfully 
Greaming of Porsche, the sports 
car enthusiast is als® prome to 
mention such cars as the Merce- 
des-Benz and Ferraicco the high- 
er-bracket, “rich man’s” autos. 

The denizens of Detroit, in a 
frantic effort tc surpress the 
trend toward the sport car, hasti- 
ly threw together the T-Bird. It 
is the opimion of many that they 
dvi this with ten thumbs and 
little or no forethought: their 
brainchiid leoks like a sports 
car... sort of... except that 
it's loaded with chrotne and too 
ruddy big. 

The Chevrolet people, on the 
other hand, built something called 
the Corvette; an “almost sports 
car.” It is net the real thing, say 
the sportsters, but is a step in the 
right direction. 

In order to get te the heart of 
the problem, Detroit must under- 
stand the sports car driver and 
what makes him tick. Part of 
that understanding must come 
from comprehension of such 
things as “sports car hierarchy.” 

Simply stated, this hierarchy is 
a@ caste system among the 
owners. For example, an MG-A 
driver may weve a4 greeting to 
other MG-A's, Austin-Healys, Tri- 
umphs, and Porche speedsters 
(but not Porsche coupes and con- 
vertibles—the MG owner must 
await a wave from these and 
other upper crust before he is 
allowed to wave back.)

Let's take a look this week at 
the “Seven Painters Under 
Thirty” show at Crocker Gallery 
It is a small show—only about 18 
paintings in all. It is also hard 
to locate, but don't give ur be- 
cause it is well worth finding 

It is interesting to note that 
the show could almost be called 
“Seven Painters From SSC.” 
That is, with the exception of 
Dave King, al] the painters rep- 
resented are attending or have 
attended Sac Your first 
impression of the show might be 
that many of the paintings could 
have been done by ane person. 
This might be because of the in- 
tluence of Wayne Thiebaud on 
most of the painters. A closer 
look will reveal that although 
the influence is strong, each art- | 
ist is showing promise of develop- 
ing his own statement growing 
out of this influence. 

Some of the paintings have 
become “old friends” to me, hav- 
ing seen them in various shows in 
the Sacramento area. Wayne 
Taylor's “Esmeraude” is always 
a treat to the eye, with its flow- 
ing brush strokes in various 
shades of green. In “Outdoor 
Machine”, Larry Foster builds an 
intricate structure in the lower 
part of the canvas while the up- 
per portion remains contrastingly 
plain. It is enjoyable to view 
Foster's work again at this show. 
Pat Dullanty’s contributions to 
the gallery are brillant, if not 
new. Both his “Tar Truck”, and 
“Incinerator No. 2”, have been 
shown numerous times itt the 
area. 

One of the painters, Gloria 
Wooley, is a relatively new name 
tea the Sacramento scene. Thus, 
her work stands apart from the 
others who share the influence of 
Thiebaud. Wooley’s paintings give 
the illusion of lightness or airi- 
ness. There is a definite feminine § 
quality of colors used but with 
strong overtones in shapes and 
structures. The illusion given 
might be called “surpressed tur- 
bulance”. You'll enjoy the con- 
trast of Wooley’s work with the 
other paintings in the show. 

Met Ramos, Jack Ogden, and 
Dave King are three more of the 
seven painters in the show. Each

The English staff of SSC will 
present the fifth poetry reading 
in its fall semester series when 
Dr. Clyde A. Enroth, assistant 
professor of humanities, reads 
from the poetry of A, E. Hous- 
man next Monday noon in the 
Sierra Room (Adm. 202). Stu- 
dents, faculty, aad townspeople 
are cordially invited to attend 
the series, at which they will 
hear the work of American and 
British poets read in an informal 
atmosphere. The audience is en- 
couraged to bring a lunch to the 
12 o'ciock sessions, and smoking 
is permitted. 

The name Alfred Edward 
Housman is revered among clas- 
sicists everywhere, for the fa- 
mous poet of A Shropshire Lad, 
Last Poems, and More Poems 
was the greatest Latinist of his 
time, an editor of Lucan, Juve- 
nal, and Manilius. He was pro- 
fessor of Latin at University Col- 
lege, London, and Cambridge 
University, Readers of Housman 
find in his highly skilled, te:se, 
sharp poetic statements the Latin 
models he knew and loved. 

Professor Enroth, who i8 
teaching a course in modern 
British poets this ‘semester at 
SSC, brings to his reading of 
Housman an admiration for the 
poet and a fondness for reading 
aloud his famous lyrics, regarded 
by many people as among the 
finest in our language.

The Hornets, who finished a surprising third in the 
nationals last year and have one national champion, have 
been invited to compete in the Inter-mountain Tournament 
at Pocatello, Idaho, next February 8-9. 

That will make four tournaments on the Hornet sched- 
ule this year. But the plum will be provided when the SSC 
ringmen .ost the National Tournament next March. 

The caliber of competition for the Hornets is becoming 
more national in scope. Coach Hank Elespuru has dual meets 
lined up with Idaho State, Nevada, Chico State and possibly 
both College of Idaho and Cal Poly. California and Santa 
Clara have backed out, figuring the Hornets will be too 
strong since those two schools have new coaches and are 
rebuilding.

Okay, hands up. Whoever is 
gladly guilty of possessing a 
“combination of patience, re- 
sourcefuliness, and knowledge” is, 
egad, a criminology major .. . 
and 150 of ‘em are on campus! 
Under the direction of Alien Z. 
Gammage, they specialize in 
theoretical and practical crim- 
inai investigation, criminal law, 


police administration, tab tech- 
nique (application of natural 
science to criminology), or teach- 
ing. 


Duties are routine but variable. 
The criminal investigators un- 
ravel simulated “accidents, thefts, 
and burgiaries set up by the in- 
structor. And there is a lot to un- 
ravel ... the procedure entails 
fingerprinting, plaster - casting, 
and photographing. 

Fingerprinting is quite a deal 
in itself, involving powder-dust- 
ing and iodine fuming. Through 
the use of these methods, prints 
are “lifted” from objects found 
at the scene of the crime, and 
then compared with the prints 
of the suspects.

A thorough investigation is not 
yet compiete unless detailed and 
accurate photographs are taken.

Graphics with microscopic and 
wide-angle lens, which eliminate 
distortion. Often a ruler is placed 
in the photo to show the proper 
inter-relation of material dis- 
covered at the crime scene. 

Another essential part of the 
criminology program is the tech- 
nique of self-defense .. . judo, 
use of defensive weapons, and ad- 
ministration of restraining de- 
vices. The defensive weapons are 
few but effective: police baton, 
yawara stick (little whatssis only 
four inches long entirely con- 
cealed in the hand), and revolver. 
In order to properly use the re- 
volver, a correct body position 
must be assumed. One shot is 
fired as a reference point, then 
.». Whammy! And on with the 
hand-cuffs or strait jacket. 

Our blood-and-gutsy boys get 
their on-the-job training at vari- 
ous law-enforcement agencies 
. . « California Highway Patrol, 
State Bureau of Investigation, 
Alcohol Beverage Control Depart- 
ment ... doing undercover or 
surveillance work and interview- 
ing witnesses. They also work 
with private industry as floor 
detectives or security officers. 
And after a hard day’s sleuthing 
they stip off their trench-coats, 
roli a cigarette, and harrumph, 
“Twas elementary, Or. Wat- 
soni”
